LIMITING THE SALOONS. 


The Allen county commissioners have fixed the pro 


rata of saloons at the maximum of one to every 750 
of population. This will allow the whole county about 
112 licensed drinking places, to which the city of Fort 
Wayne will be entitled to eighty-five. If this status 
of the traffic can soon be reached—a matter of very 
grave doubt—it will help the situation a deal. But at 
all events, the operation of the new law will prevent 
any increase of the number. 


Of course there will be from one cause and another 


a. gradual diminution of the saloons in this city. Now 
and then there will be. the. extinction of a license for 
violation of the law and occasionally the expiration of 
a license tljat the holder may not attempt to transfer, 


j The number of saloons, therefore, will grow less as 
..time wears on, though the manner in which the law 


is enforced and the leniency displayed in denning 
charges will have much to do with the rate of de- 
crease. 
But any decrease is better than none, and 


compared with the former condition when there was 
constantly a race of home and foreign breweries for 
posjtions of vantage, the- situation under the new law 
mu$t afford a great deal of satisfaction. 


There is no doubt that in time the maximum con- 


templated by the new law will be reached in this city 


.'! ,«nd it is to be doubted that places for the establishment 


of "the twenty-seven saloons the county may have out- 
side the city will be found. Perry township has just 
gone "dry" and that will abolish three already in exist- 
ence and prevent any more being established there. 
Other' townships will doubtless keep the saloons out 
and the number that can exist legally in any unit per- 


As tank-town'for a very wide and very dry region j

Three j 
groggeries there have done a circus-day business since 
DeKalb and Noble counties were made "dry" under 
former laws and the Saturday night orgies of immi- 
grant boozers from the towns to the north have been 
a disgrace. At all events. Perry township, in Wed- 
nesday's option election, voted out the saloons and 
will try it "dry" for a time. She has had a turbulent 
and evidently salutary experience during the two 
or three years of her term as purveyor-general to the 
thirst of disorderlies in half a dozen towns and an ex- 
tensive countryside.

It. is conceded that the votes 
of the women were responsible for the election of three 
members of. the new board. 
Those who argue for equal suf- 


frage often do so on the ground that it is nn economic 
necessity of the time. That is to say, women stand alone 
these days as workers and are not in homes, and therefore, 
are not. represented by husband or father. It is interesting 
tn note that it was not the working women of Milwaukee 
who turned out to the school election. It was rather mostly 
well-to-do women who are mistresses nf homes that did the 
votine. 
TUU this is accounted for. no doubt, in that the 


election was n. school election. Perhaps if the voting had 
been on another matter the women of the factories and 
stores would have turned out. 
In New York state, the 


-women of property have acquired, un<1»r a new law. the 
right to vote on questions of finance in their communities, 
and this week they took advantage of the privilege in a 
number of places. 


Uniformly, wherever they thus voted, the women of prop- 


erty were on the side of progress. They seem to have the 
spirit of good municipal spenders. 
Women property hold- 


ers, in al! the Cities where they voted, were for bond issues 
which would give funds to bring their town or city up to 
date and make It better in all its living conditions.

TRAPPING IN THE WEST. 


There Art Plenty of Fur Animals Ueft 


in California. 


'(Los Angeles Times. 


On the still tenantless plains and in 


he rugged mountain ranges of little- 
known bits of southern California and 
the southwest the trapping of lur 
bearing animals is still a very live and 
ucrative industry. In regions remot 
from the railroads there are still man 
wild animals whose pelts bring goo 
prices and even more for whom sub 
stantial bounties are offered by way o 
encouraging 
the 
extermination 


harmful species. 


The black bear still is fairly nume 


ous in this region; the scream of th 
mountain lion' is heard on the hig 
ridges, where only prospectors ev 
go. 
On the flats abide thousands of 


ynxes, bobcats, wolves and coyotes, 
whose pelts make handsome rugs. 
Tombstone, tha 
famous iand pictur- 


esque old' mining camp.of southern 
Arizona, Is a great trapping center, and 
not long ago fifty trappers arrived In 
a bunch from their quarterly round-up 
to cash their pelts at the county seat. 
These fifty-men brought in a total of 
the hides of about three thousand 
skunks, seven hundred coyotes, two 
hundred wildcats, and a large number 
of, lynxes,. bear and mountain lions. 
This county pays a bounty of 51 p«r 
skunk. S2 for a coyote, M apiece for 
wildcats and $10 for the hide of a 
mountain lion wolf or bear. On this 
occasion it took the county clerk three 
days of busy work to 'Settle with the 
trappers, who were paid'a total of 
$5.100. This was in only one county.

He succeed- 
ed his brother, Frank Dellass Koblson, 
as the head of the Cardinals u few years 
ago, but had been connected with the 
club ever since the league cut down from 
tlie 12-club circuit to eight. 


The RoWsons wore men of big business
